THIS TEAR 


With Good Crops, Growers 
Are Elated Over the 
Season’s Prospects 


With the price of dried apricots up 
around twenty-one cents, and steadily 
climbing, and with an estimated in­ 
crease of some eight hundred tons of 
fruit this year, in this section of the 
county, over last year, apricot grow­ 
ers are feeling well satisfied with the 
prospects before them. 
The outlook 
is the same, practically, throughout 
the entire state. 
Last year 
was 
a 
rather j>oor one for apricots. Th# price 
reached about twelve or thirteen cents. 
The result was that a good many of 
tile orchards were taken out. 
This year, however, there is a very 
good crop in sight. 
There appears to 
be little or no scale 
and 
the 
fruit 
should be first class. 
A large percen­ 
tage of the crop has been already con­ 
tracted for. Most of the fruit is dried. 
Hie remainder being hand picked from 
the trees and sold green to the canner, 
ies. All but a few of tile growers are 
equipped to dry the fruit and market 
it this way, and the amount that is 
sold green is comparatively small. 
Pita are bringing around forty and 
forty-five dollars per ton. 
This is a 
large increase in price over that of 
last year's crop. 
With good market 
conditions, and the present prospects 
ahead, apricots will pay exceedingly 
well this year.
